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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.181, filed July 6, 2007 (certificate of mailing 
date July 2, 2007), requesting that the Office withdraw the holding of abandonment of the above- 
identified application. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.181 is GRANTED . 

This application was held abandoned for failure to seek court review of the Board of Patent 
Appeals and Interferences Decision on Appeal within two months of the March 28, 2007 
decision oh appeal. The Office contended this application became abandoned on May 29, 2007. 
A Notice of Abandonment was mailed on June 11, 2007. 

Petitioner argues that the application did not become abandoned because a Request for 
Rehearing was filed on certificate of mailing date May 29, 2007 (May 28, 2007 being a federal 
holiday), which was within the two month period for action. 

37 CFR 41 .52 (a)(1) states, "Appellant may file a single request for rehearing within two months 
of the date of the original decision of the Board." 

A review of the application file reveals that a Request for Rehearing was received in the Office 
on May 3 1 , 2007. A proper certificate of mailing dated May 29, 2007 is affixed to the Request 
for Rehearing.
